WASHINGTON, June 1 A bud- 


get-ballancrag tax bill, capable of 
raising-$1,115,000,000 in new re- 
venue, was to be sent to conference 
today following its passage by the 
Senate. 


The anticipated revenue from the 


measure, as approved by the Sen- 
ate, would wipe out the $1,241,- 
000,000 deficit if but. $126,000,000 
in governmental economics are af- 
fected. The economy bill however, 
may slash from $200,00,00 to $238,- 
000,000 from government costs, 
thus giving the treasury a safe 
margin on which to operate during 
the next fiscal years. 


PASSED 72-11 


The tax bill was passed by the 


Senate 72 to 11 shortly after mid- 
night, following rejection of a mod- 
erate manufacturer's sales levy 
for which President Hoover plead- 
ed yesterday. The sales tax was 
defeated 53 to 27. The president's 
appeal went unheeded, as the op- 
position had 
killed 
the project 


Monday by obtaining: pledges of 55 
senators. 


The Senate bill differed from the 


house bill in many respects. The 
Senate imposed^a "total of $277,- 
000,000 m taxes on incomes of in- 
dividuals and corporations. The 
House, with lower rates, would tax 
these items but §165,400,00fr. 


The excise taxes, imposed bv the 


Senate, would bring about $520,000 
000 while those fixed by the house, 
would totaTbut |25S&»;Q00.

on gasoline and . $55,000,OOCfc 
3 percent tax on the gross; 
of privately-operated electric pow- 
er companies. 


ON GAS AND OIL 


The House adopted a tax of one 


cent a gallon on imported oil and 
gasoline. The Senate cut the oil 
rate to 1-2 cent but increased the 
gasoline import tax to 2 1-2 cents 
a gallon. 
It retained the House 


rate of $2 a ton on imported coal 
pound on imported rubber and $3 
per 1000 feet on imported lumber. 


The miscellaneous and stamp 


taxes were about parallel, except 
that the Senate reduced the House 
rates on stock and bond transfers 
from $95.000,000 to $27,000,000. 
The amusement tax was increased 
when the senate reduced the ex- 
emptions from 45 tox40 cents. The 
senate also slightly 
reduced the 


House rates on telephone calls 
telegrams and radio 
messages, 


slashing the revenue from $33.000,- 
000 to $24,000,000. 


Both House and Senate increased 


postal rates, increasing the first 
class, postage rate from two 
to 


three cents. The senate adopted 
the 1922 second class rates, effect- 
ing a revenue of $160.000,000 as 
compared to $165,500,000 from the 
House rates. 


There were many disputes over 


anticipated revenues from different 
taxes. Expents agreed the bill as 
passed by the senate would bring 
in $1,155.000.000. 
This was sub- 


ject to later revision, but the house 
and senate confereses may add an- 
other $100,000,000 by accepting the 
higher rates which go to contro- 
versy.
